lie Uncertainty Shown In the General 


l«ick of EnthOBi.i.'im. 


LONDOX, Jan. 20.—The Berlin corre- 


spondent of The Times, In the course of a 
long special article recalling the splendid 
enthusiasm, of the victory of 1S71, says: 


Can it be said that the heart of the Ger- 


man nation responded yesterday with tb;a 
Same enthusiasm or that in many minds 
its splendid memories of the past were .to 
some extent dimmed and marred by dis- 
appointed expectations and uneasy appre- 
fceusiontf -The death of twoeinporors has 
made room for a sovereign of a-strangely 
different, type, of whom all "that can bo 
safely said is that in tho 36th year of hia 
ngy and the eighth of his reign his chief 
characteristic is his youth.

A report conies from Santa Clara that 


the insurgent band of Alberto and Pastor 
Rajas has made an unsuccessful attempt 
to break through the military line .of La 
Troclm.

new movement, tho Irish National Al- 
liance, was given birth, thousands of 
Irishmen in every corner of the country 
embraced it joyfully with eve.'i more hope 
than iu former years. 


Lowell has ever beon the home of loyal 


Irish-Americans who never hesitated to 
support any and all movements for the 
old country's advancements, and when a 
meeting was called for yesterday after- 
noon in 1'fibernian hall to organize a local 
"branch of tho Alliance, it was not sur- 
prising to find an enthusiastic audience 
•which taxed the capacity of the hall. 


The meeting was called to order at 3 


o'clock by ex-C'ouucilman O'Brien, who 
spoke as follows: 


''In response to au invitation by the 


committee, to act as temporary chairman 
on the occasion, I" thought it my duty to 
explain to you the object o£ so large a 
gathering here today.

which merits our support morally, finan- 
cially and otherwise i/ we must. 


Not alone our support but the succor of 


every lover of liberty, 
HO matter what 


his nationality, no matter what his color, 
no matter at what altar he kneels to a 
common Father, for it is a God-given right 
o[ man to be free. 


If a people are robbed or deprived of the 


right of self-government it is ' in accord- 
ance with the laws of civilization to rebel 
against their oppressor and 
use every 


means in their power to throw off the yoke 
that binds them. 


Some people in this country ridicule our 


order and say its principles are un-Araer- 
ican but when the safety of this republic 
(the grandest on che face of God's earth) 
was at stake, men now affiliated with 
.this order were at the front gallantly fight- 
ing to uphold the honor of this broad land 
while the men that are doing so much for 
America 
and her institutions with their 


mouths were flyiugto the British provinces 
begging the protection of the English.red- 
coat. 
. . 


America is our country. 
America- is 


our home. 
America's trouble is our 


trouble, America's honor is our honor but 
at tho same time we can manfully do our 
duty as citizens and sympathize with a 
suffering people in their struggle for free- 
dom. 
. . 


And I can safely say that the Irishman 


who is untrue to the traditions and aspira- 
tions of his native country would be un- 
true to any trust reposed in him by his 
adopted country. 


I want to place before your minds the 


timely and commendable action (a few 
weeks ago) of the national president - pf 
this organization that honest man "William 
Lyrnan of Kew York when he offered 
the 


assistance or this; order to the patriotic 
president-of this republic in his gallant 
stand against the encroachment of the 
British empire on Venezuelan territory. 
England hits not forgotten her old trick 
to either intimidate you or buy you, but 
slie cannot intimidate or buy the president 
of this land, neither can she intimidate 
the 
members of the Irish 
National 


Alliance. 


If the complications now existing be- 


tween the two great English speaking 
nations become more serious we know our 
diitr as citizens, we know the debt of 
gratitude we owe to this republic for pro- 
tecting us when driven from our homes by 
the misrule of England. 


To conclude I appeal to you in the 


name of Ireland, I appeal to you in the 
name of a downtrodden but intelligent 
people, I appeal to you in the name oi: the 
Irish National Alliance. Throw aside 
party policy and petty jealousy, cast out 
the demon of faction and prejudice, work 
heart and hand iuaeperably for one pur- 
pose with one object ever in mind:, the 
restoration of-independence to your native 
land.

We have followed too long that . will o' 
the wisp called constitutional agitation. 
It has been a delusion and a snare to us 
and we hold that this is a fitting time to 
wash our hands ;of' 
: the trickeries and 


knaveries of English politicans and.to say 
to them'Your ways'and our ways can 
never be the same and we thank God for 
ic.''^Ve have; followed .patiently -every 
scheme ..for .the. .betterment^ of-. Ireland 
within., 1;he narrowbouuds .o'f. "British law. 
We hive-never irusud them fuUy forttny 


have never represented the aspirations 
that have upheld the Celt in his. .glorious 
struggle for liberty, but as they, promised 
something they had our support. 


"Constitutional agitation has -led'tbe 


people to the stone wall of a tory house of 
lords and said to them, 'You can du . no 
more it is betcer to sit down ccntent.' 


"We are heart sick of this. .-. There is 


nothing the matter with Ireland but • the 
British connection, and'we stand ready to 
do our part toward putting an'end to 
that. 


"As American citizens we are !l-ie and 


loyal to the glorious flag of our. great. re- 
public, but the ties of a pure blooded'race 
that has - kept its faith and 'traditions 
through the changes 'of .persecuting'. cen- 
turies and strong within us, and we look 
across the water to that little island 
whence we or our fathers came and ' we 
long for her deliverance as Boyle O'Reilly 
wrote: 
.. 


"For thee tlie hopo that ere mine arm be weak • 
And ere my heart Le-dry may close ifae strife 
Jn wliich ihy colors shall be borne tbro' fire 
And all thy grlefa washed out in rnanly blood 
And Isliall see thee bound and crovrned with, lore 
-Thy strong sons round thee guarding." 


"But as American citizens we further 


believe that it is good policy for this coun- 
try to make common cause against British, 
tyranny. The United States has but one 
enemy, among the nations of the earth, 
and that enemy is the greedy cormorant 
called the British empire. 
Every week 


brings us news_ that the great robber na- 
tion is plying h'er trade and stealing new 
territory. A month ago it was Venezuela, 
a. week ago it was South Africa, next 
week perhaps there will be some question 
about our northern boundary line. 


"There was a great deal of meaning in 


that thrill of patriotic devotion .that ran 
all over this jiro'ad land when President 
Cleveland siint his masterly ,Venezuelan 
message. ' It meant that we of this repub- 
lic have not forgotten the kindness of 
Engjand at the time of our civil war. We 
remember very clearly the English built 
Alabama and the English built Shenandoa 
manned.by English seamen who sought to 
destroy our commerce.

in the principle of liberty whether" it is in 
Ireland, Venezuela, Cuba or elsewhere. 
The "patriots" who pose as the represent- 
ation of the A. P. A. would ostracise us 
on account of the race and .creed. We 
should'form an alliance in self-defence. 
The A. P. A. would have the country as it 
was before the days 
of Washington,

You remember the Crimean war and 


Daniel O'Connell's remarks: "England's 
disadvantage is Ireland's opportunity."

great European war, and when it comes 
Ireland's sons should be prepared.

half, to protest against the outrages prac- 
ticed upon the helpless Armenians by tbe 
barbarian Turks. Is is eminently meet 
and proper that the American people, who 
have always been opposed to oppression, 
should be among the first to protest 
against the outrages which have aroused 
the righteous indignation of the civilized 
w.prld. 


It i.s said that man first owes a duty to 


himself, and after that he owes a duty to 
his. neighbor. In. this connection .our 
neighbor is not alone the man who dwells 
upon our shores, hut embraces mankind in 
general wherever he may be found in. neec 
of assistance. 


As we believe in the "common father- 


hood of God and the universal brother- 
hood of man, "it is our .duty to extend our 
sympathy and aid.to those who are afflict- 
ed, wherever they may be. 


The Armenians are an intelligent peo- 


ple, possessing a language of their own 
almost as pure as the Greek, and a litera- 
ture which only needs to be better known 
to be appreciated, and admired.

Profit* Enormously. 


Owing to tlhe growing competition of 


native spinners Japan's imports of cot- 
ton yarns, from Manchester have dimin- 
ished 40 per cent during the years 1888 
to 1894, inclusive, and the imports' of 
the-same commodity from British'India 
have.declined- 90 per cent. Naturally, 
the. pinch .has caused a great outcry 
among the spinners'of Lancashire arid 
Bombay. But thore is another side to 
the question, for during-thesame"period 
the total1 exports of the United Kingdom 
to Japan have increased more than 100 
per cent, or from about $20,000,000 in 
value to.over $40,000,000. In 1S80 the 
eiporfs of Japan amounted to $30,000,- 
000; in 1894 they had increased in value 
to $li3,000;000. During the same peri- 
od her. imports increased in value from 
§•28,000,6.00 
to . $117,000,000. ..Thus 


while ono branch of British industry 
has -Buffered, British, and forei^.pro- 
ducers in general have gained enormous- 
ly by the results of industrial develop- 
ment in Japan. 


This revelation of trade statistics can- 


not be made to square .with the prqtec- 
tion'ist notion that international trade is 
a.system' of robbery by which one coun- 
try is enriched through the'inipoverish- 
rnent of another; but, then, it is impos- 
sible to square protectionism .with, com- 
mon sense. ,It'is clear enough, even to 
tho dullest protectionist, that the trade 
of an individual must increase with the 
prosperity-of his customers,-and that the 
purchases .of the latter must be large or 
small ..in'proportion" to their earnings. 
Prosperous Japan Has quadrupled her 
imports in" ten years, and yet we are 
asked to.believe' that large importations 
are.a sign.pf national disaster!—Phila-j 
delphia Record.

tion arises in which the ilonroo doctrine is 
involved somp foreign government inter- 
ested inukes, the pojnt that thn 'Monroe 
doctrine is nothing but an assertion, which 
never has been adopted by the American 
congress or'approved by the American peo- 
pie.

It irt clnimed that the declaration once 


formally adopted by congress will settle 
forever'the question of foreign a^^r 
on the American continent. The' reports 
concerning tho British llying squadron 
stirred up the friends of thu resolution, 
uad they decided that if the reports that 
it is bouud for Bermuda wero confirmed 
that efforts should be jrmde to call up the 
Uayi.-; resolution imd pass -it through the 
senate as soon aa possible, even to tho dis- 
placement of the silver .bill. It is said by 
men prominent in foreign affairs in con- 
arrerfs that England could .-not make a 
ereivter. mistake, than to send her fleet to 
Bermuda.

It is agreed by all senators that the most 


important part of th'o Davis resolution is 
that which unserU that the United States 
shall be tho sold judge as to whether tho 
Monroe doctrine has .been violated in any 
arbitration or agreement, or in tho settle- 
inc-iit of si boundary dispute between u for- 
eign cuvurnmentttud a government of. this 
continent. It is pointed out by those who 
fiivor this part of the resolution that it 
ini-e'ts thu criticism made to tho portion of 
ii»e president's message stating that any 
»£re«ment between Great Britain and 
Vi-firzuelit could not b« objected to by the 
United States. 


The Davis resolution will be presented 


to i he senate at "once. -It inay bo that it; 
xv:!i not be called 'up for several days. 
There is no doubt that it will be debated 
nr lenpth whenever brought before the 
rvna.it, as it is understood that considera-

ADDITIONAL REPRESENTATION' 


To Be Provided 1'or Middlesex County. 


The secretary of the commonwealth has 


transmitted to the legislature a statement 
of the number of the legal voters in the 
state, arranged by councillor, senatorial 
1 and representative districts, which state- 


ment furnishes data for redistricting the 
state this year. It appears that the num- 
ber of legal voters in the state is 5GO,S02, 
and these figures, divided by 40, the 
number of senatorial districts, gives as a 
basis of representation for each senator 
14,020 legal voters. In the division made 
10 years ago the basis was ll.OCo. 


Middlesex county makes a strong bid 


for a gain in senatorial representation. 
She now has seven senators. The num- 
ber of her legal voters is 109,577, and it 
requires but 98,140 to hold her present 
representation. She has, therefore, an 
excess of 11.-137, which is 2880 short of the 
number required to entitle her to sight 
senators. 


Middlesex now has 43 representatives- 


Under the new division she will be en- 
titled to 46, and may get 47. On the 
basis of 2337 voters to a representative she 
will have 40, with 2075 left over for 
another. She lacks but .202 of the full 
number required to givb-her 47 represen- 
tatives.

HAEANA, .Tan. 20.—It is announced that 


General Valeriano Weyler has accepted 
the appointment to the governorship of 
Cuba. HR will sail from Spain on Friday 
nest. General Weyler will abandon tho 
lenient policy toward the insurgents and 
adopt tv complete change of tactics. 
| 


General Morin, frovcruor pro tcmpore of 


Cuba, says that tho situation is not dan- 
gerous, since the insurgents are always 
defeated in every engagement in \vhit?h 
they take part. Ho intends, he said, to or- 
ganize it fresh plan of campaitrn. 


General Campos, after surrendering the 


supremo command iu Cuba 10 General 
Marin, made the following statement: 


"I speak because I am now a private 


citizen and not the governor-general. Be 
it known that I have not resigned.; the 
government has removed me, arj.d • has 
done' well. I feel a great, resentment, 
caused by the conduct of the parties in 
Cuba. Nations exercise their sovereignty 
in various ways, but tho head should al- 
ways rule. 
The principle of authority- 


should rise superior to all else. 


"I have been opposed, because while I 


may break, I never bend. I havo pre- 
vented a repetition of the sad scenes of tho 
hust war, and tills has been distasteful to 
the mob. 


"The situation is this: Here is a prov- 


ince, distant from the mot.hcr country, 
where the political parties by the attitude 
they are taking: think-to shape tho p.ollcy 
of Spain. If they had not this idea, I 
could speedily show what tho necessities 
of tho situation are. 


"But they know that they would find 


me ill the way if they should ask mo to 
shoot 17 students (au allusion to the mas- 
sacre of students iu the last war), and be- 
cause of this knowledge they conspire be- 
hind my back.' 


"Yos, this justifies the true saying that 


Spain Ivas lost the Americas because of the 
Spaniards themselves. 


"This is a country of shopkeepers .who 


waut to govern, and it is they who are 
sweeping the country to .ruin. Tiuie- will 
tell if this is not so." 


Foreboding In Habana. 


Spain's loyal subjects are less happy to- 


day than they were yesterday, uot because 
of any especial move on the part of ths 
patriots, but because of a fear that has 
grown wonderfully that Campos' removal 
will not aid the government's case. 


That Campos, Spain's greatest soldier, 


tho man who puc a:i end to the 10-year 
war and who settled her troubles in the 
East, should fail now, is taken as a bad 
sign. 


The Autonomists still believe in Cam- 


pos, and unhesitatingly say so. 
Scnor 


Galvez, the leader of tlie party, says pub- 
licly: "The Autonomist parcy of CuJ^a, 
however small a figure it may cut in 
peninsular politics, where it counts as a 
section of the Liberal party, has the proud 
honor today of repeating its oft expressed 
confidence in General Martinez Campos; 
it believes he is the only man who can 
sustain the honor of the Spauish flag in 
the island of Cuba; it believes he is the 
only man wo can hope may bring about 
peace, sustaining at onca the honor of 
Spain and averting tho total destruction 
OJ? property on the island. 


"Wo sustain him unconditionally, be- 


cause we believe he is the only man Spain 
can have at tho head of Cuban affairs 
whoso presence will inspire confidence 
abroad, and especially in the United 
Stales, recalling as we do a recent Madrid 
interview in which tho minister of war 
said that Campos' recall from Cuba would 
be in the eyes of tho world tho first sigual 
of Spauish defeat." 


Cuban patriots express their sentiments 


by quoting the words uttered by General 
Campos a few months since, when the 
name ot General Wcylor was first men- 
tioned as his probable successor in Cuba. 
He said then: "It Weyler comes to Cuba, 
the dead will rise to fight him." 


Newa From the Kront. 


A .report comes from Santa Clara that 


tho insurgent band of Alberto and Pastor 
Rajas has made an unsuccessful attempt- 
to break through the military line of Ln 
Trocha. This band comes from Placetas, 
and they attacked the Spanish forces near 
Las Cruces. 


The insurgents have also attacked a fort 


on tho plantation of Constantia in the 
Cienfuesros district and, it is said, were- 
repulsed with a loss of sis killed. 


A train from Nuevitas, in the province 


of Santiago do Cuba, was dynamited by 
the insurgents and the engine destroyed. 
No details are given o£ the casualties. 


In Habana province the insurgents at- 


tacked a Spanish detachment at tlie plan- 
tation of Averhoff, near Aguacate, and 
nre reported to have been -repulsed vrioh 
heirvy loss. The troops had two killed and 
six wounded. 


It is also reported that Colonel Gcilbius 


has fougho tiie forces of the insurgents 
which have been in Pinar del Rio at 
Pozo Kenano, north of Batabaoo, and on 
the railroad between that point and Ha- 
baca. The new military line, which has 
been established to keep the insurgents in 
the Vuelta Abajo -district, follows this 
railroad, and it is explained that the in- 
surgents wero endeavoring, though, un- 
successfully, to break through this line. 


Maximo Gomez was reported as moving 


from Alquizar Saturday night, and as 
having slept in tho bed of the Marques 
Davnlos on the plantation of San Antouio. 


Further reports havo now been received 


of the engagement between Colonel Gul- 
bius and the insurgents near Batubano. 
It is said that the insurgent forces that at- 
tacked him were those of Gomez. The 
troops met the attack of the insurgents on 
their knees, and withheld' their fire until 
t-he enemy were within a short distance. 
The report says that-the insurgents left 11 
killed on the field and nine more were 
fouud in a caaefleld a short distance, away. 
The Spanish artillery did good exectition. 
The insurgents retreated,- it is reported, 
•With a numerous loss, while the loss of tho 
troops was insignificant. 


Although the report thus states that Go- 


mez was repulsed and defeated, it is re- 
ported that he moved afterward, south' of 
Melena, upon Gulnes, and in the direc- 
tion of tho village of San Nicolas. These 
points are eastward of the military line of 
Batabauo. and would indicate that Gomez 
was successful in his aDtempc to break 
thronjrH that line. 


During his operations Saturday, Gomez 


Invaded Bario and Pueblo Nuveo, which 
are iu the limits of Piuar del Bio.' Tho 
garrison made a'heroic.defense, and upon 
being charged with the bayonet'the insur- 
gents are reported to hays .retreated with 
B numerous lou. Tho troout lost nlnn 


Soinez is now proceeding in tho direc- 


tion o£ the Cienaga de Zapata, tho -great 
swamp in tho southern part of Matanzas, 
for the purpose, it is supposed, of await- 
ing a junction theA of the forces which 
are adva-Qcinjr from the eastern provinces. 


A large force of the insurgents, consist- 


ing of the bands of Kftbl and Jose Macec, 
passed the village of Manjuari yesterday. 


The insurgents have burned tho railroad 


station at Caobas, only a few miles from 
Matanzas. 


The mayor of tho village of San Nicolas 


has been hanged by the insurgents. 


The column of Major Ccdeiio fought the 


bancj of Leonico Vidal on the plantation 
of Natalia, in the district of Sa'gua, the in- 
surgents losing eight killed and seven 
taWu;p'rlsonere, while the troops lost ono 
killed and one taken prisoner. 


The station at San Cayecano, in Habano 


province, has been burned. 


Tho band of Bermudez plundered Sierra 


Linares in Piuar del Rio, and it is alleged 
that the negroes of the band violated what 
they could lay their hands on and hanged 
the .merchants in the presence of their 
^7ives and children. 


General Snbas Marin has been named 


as captain-general of Porto Rico, in suc- 
cession to General Camir, whose death 
from yellow fever has just occurred. 


General Campos will nut accept the pres-
